May it pleaſe Your Majeſty, 


” Our Majeſties moſt Loyal and Obedient Subjects, the 

Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons in Par- 

liament Afſembled, do with utmoſt Duty and Aﬀection, 

render to Your Majelty Our moſt Humble and Hearty 

Thanks for Your Gracious Declaration, and repeated Allurances, 

That You will maintain the Church of Enzland, Eftablifhd by Law, 

which Your Majelty hath been pleaſed to reſcue from thar dangerous 

Conſpiracy that was laid for Her Deſtruction, with the Hazard of 
Your Royal Perſon. 

And Her Zeal againſt Popery, having appeared at all times, and 
more eſpecially of late, beyond the Contradiction of Her moſt mi- 
licious Enemies; it being likewiſe evident, that Her Loyalty hath al- 
ways been unqueſtionable, and that the Misfortunes of the Laſt 
Reign can be attributed ro nothing more than the Endeavours that 
were uſed to ſubvert it. 

We therefore humbly pray Your Majeſty will be gracioully plea- 
ſed to continue Your Care for the Preſervation of the ſame, whereby 
You will effectually Eftabliſh Your Throne, by ſecuring the Hearts 
of Your Majeſties Subjects within theſe Your Realms, who can no 
way better ſhew their Zeal for Your Service, than by a firm Adhe- 
rence to that Church, whoſe Conſtitution is belt ſuired ro the ſupport 
of this Monarchy. | 

We likewiſe humbly pray, That according to the Ancient Pra- 
&ice and Uſage of this Kingdom in time of Parliament, Your Ma- 
jeſty will be graciouſly plealed to iſſue forth Your V'rits, as ſoon as 
conveniently may be, for calling a Convocation of the Clergy of 
this Kingdom, | to be adviſed with in Eccleſiaſtical Matters, alluring 
your Majeſty, it is our Intention forthwith to proceed to the Cont1de- 
ration of giving Faſe to Proteſtant Dillencers.

mend to. you, that the Occaſions of Differences and mutu- 
al Animoſeties may be removed; and as ſoon as convenient- 
ly may be, I will ſummon a Convocation.
